REMARKS 

Claims 14-20 are pending in this application. 

Applicant has canceled claims 1, 3-5, and 7-13 in favor of new claims 14-20 (claims 2 
and 6 were previously canceled). These changes do not introduce any new matter. 
New Claims 

As noted above, Applicant has added new claims 14-20, of which claims 14, 19, and 
20 are independent claims. Applicant analyzed the Examiner's anticipation and obviousness 
rejections of the former claims based on the Uchino et al. ("Uchino") reference (US 
2002/0008771 Al) set forth in the Final Office Action, and incorporated the results of that 
analysis into the drafting of independent claims 14, 19, and 20. As such, Applicant submits 
that each of independent claims 14, 19, and 20 defines subject matter that is neither shown 
nor suggested in the Uchino reference. 

Final Office Action 

In the Final Office Action, the Examiner asserted that "it is well known in the art to 
provide a manual mode for enabling a user to manually input information for image 
correction, as well as an automatic mode for enabling an imaging apparatus to perform the 
image correction without the need for the user to input the information." Final Office Action 
at page 8. Applicant respectfully traverses the Examiner's assertion that the stated concepts 
are well known, and, in the event claims 14-20 are rejected on the basis of prior art, requests 
that a reference be cited that supports the Examiner's assertion. 

Conclusion 

Applicant respectfully requests examination of claims 14-20, and submits that these 
claims are in condition for allowance. Accordingly, a notice of allowance is respectfully 
requested.
